2. The present application does: not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCt, because the 
subject-matter of independent claiim 27 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses odorising chips which are fomned by a mixture of meltable 
material such as paraffin wax and a scent. The chips are added about the body of the candles 
which in operation will have a melt-pool distributed around it and thereby rele<a$e their scent 
(see 01: the whole document). 

3. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, becaue-^ the 
subject-matter of independent claim 1 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of 
Article 33(3) PCT. 

The document D3 discloses scented waxy pellet. The pellets may be coated and the coat may 
contain a colorant (see D3: as cited in search report). It seems the subject-matter of claim 1 
is merely a selection of features which already exist in the state of the art, where the 
advantages of these features are readily apparent and to which no unexpected effect is 
associated. 

4. Dependent claims 

4.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
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subject-matter of claims 28 and 29 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 implicitly discloses melting of fragrance pellets wherein convection occurs 
to facilitate scent release (see D1 : the whole document), thereby removing novelty from the 
subject-matter of claims 28 and 29. 

4.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 2-26 is not inventive in the sense of Article 33(3) PCT 

Where these claims do not relate to product-by-process type reasoning and results to be 
achieved, the subject-matter of these claims does not appear to involve an inventive step 
since there is no teaching in the description that the selected features are connected with any 
particular technical effect. Therefore these claims are considered as alternative presentations 
of the scented pellets and thus fall within the normal capabilities of the skilled person (s?^ DI- 
GS: as cite in the search report). 
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
